Optical Illusions. -Ji. 

Many of you know about optical il- 
lusions, and tho curious mistakes which 
tho oyo sometimes makes concerning 
an object at which it is looking; but 
few of us know how frequently wo our- 
selves are tho victims of optical il- 
lusions of ono sort or anothor. Tho 
fact is, wo soo nearly as much with our 
oxporienco as we seo with, our eyes. 
We know an object to bo of a certain 
form in ono position, and of a certain 
color in ono light; and wo aro too apt 
to fancy that wo seo it of that form 
and color in all positions and lights, 
regardless of tho fact that, seen from 
another stand-point, tho 'contour of it 
may appear entirely different, and that 
a difloront light may totally change 
tho color of it. Wo all know" that the 
actual color of clean boots is black, 
and a beginner in painting almost al- 
ways paints them perfectly black, 
whereas tho direct rays of tho sun or of 
an artificial light may make them ap- 
pear marly whito in parts; whilo if 
they bo placed near somo bright sub- 
stance, such as a piece of orange-peel, 
or a crimson scarf, they will roilect tho 
color of that object, and so become 
orange or red in parts, aud an expert 
painter would so represent thorn. We 
hoar pcoplo speak of "tho whito of tho 
eye," aud beginners with tho brush 
often givo a very ghastly expression to 
their attempts at portraituro by paint- 
ing tho whito of tho eye pure whito; 
whoroas, owing to tho projection of 
the brows, tho lids, and tho lashes, it 
is ofton thrown into deep shade, and 
may bo even darker than somo of tho 
llesh tints. Now, if thoir eyes woro 
trained liko thoso of a skilled artist, 
they would know tho true color of all 
objects they beheld. But this is tho 
very hardest thing an artist has to 
learn, namely, to know really what ho 
does soo. 

, In coloring, almost everything de- 
pends upon tho nature of tho light. A 
w.'uito handkerchief is black in a dark 
room. 

i An excellent aid to tho study of col- 
or is to tako a whito card, and with 
your paints try to match on it somo 
tint in any oil-painting, chronio, or 
even colored fabric which you may 
have. Then cut a small holo in tho 
card adjoining your tint, aud placo tho 
card over tho tint you havo copied, so 
that you cau soo it through tho holo, 
side by sido with your own attempt. 
Then you will see at onco how nearly 
you hnvo matched tho tint. — Frank 
Bellow, in St. Nicholas for October. 

Here is a picco of information 
for liousekcopors. Wo havo triod 
it several times. Every ono 'knows 
how disagreeable tho odor of cooking 
cabbage is. All your neighbors can 
toll when you aro going to havo cabbago 
for dinner. If you put a small pioco of 
rod pepper in with tho cabbago thoro 
will bo no smell. Tho peppor absorbs 
tho odor of tho cabbago. Don't put in 
too largo a pioco of pepper, however, 
or tho cabbago will bo hot. — New York

M U NIC if A L ETIQUETTE. 

The (itiquulto at the aittiiiga of our 
municipal boards neuds soma alisjht rufor- 
matiun. A great amount of doaultory 
conversation takua JjIucd at all mooting* 
which has no reference to the business 
fur which they are gatherod togother to 
transact, and, if published, would make 
tho common aenso of tho membora look 
rather limited. This was particularly the 
eaao at the meeting of the ichool trustoos 
laat Monday evening. In passing a reso- 
lution of thanks to the council for tho 
aiduwalk to tho Johnson ward school, the 
economy of cur civic body was discussed 
and remarks about the mayor, Irish mud 
and Scutch dung-hills made. One weighty 
member of tho "board", while the question 
of inviting teachers to bo present at meet- 
ings, anxious to grind a political axo, 
passed somo personal remarks on the 
worthy provincial secretary, aayiug that 
ho was the greatest enemy to education 
iu tho province, and that no assistance 
could bo looked for ttvia him. In the 
passsing of this resolution tho most non- 
sensical conversation was indulged in, 
making the meeting of the school trus- 
tees to a spectator more of a fares than a 
serious discussion of tho boat means for 
the promotion of education. Member* do 
not rise to their feet when addressing tho 
chair, and occasionally ono will try to 
keep his cigar lit during tho length of tho 
Hossion. A member will speak a half 
dozen times on the same matter, "tut- 
tut" the opinions of other members, and 
generally try to bulldoze tho board into 
construing a palpablo fact into something 
widely different to what is intended. All 
this mimicry and playing at being school 
trustees should bo abandoned, and ruloa 
for their guidance niado and adhored to, 
and etiquette observed sufficient to make 
thorn appear a dignified body rather than 
a sot of over grown school boys. There

The whole troublo would aeem, as we 
ventured to remark tho other day, to have 
boon greatly exaggerated; and people 
down hero who have been educated to the 
belief that the Metlakahtlans are a pack 
of blood thirsty barbarians will be sur- 
prised to learn that thoy aro exactly tho 
reverse. Tho law, of course, must bo on- 
forced at all hazards, and the forthcoming 
trials will demonstrate who ia to blame 
for the whole of thie miserable business 
which has almost destroyed twenty-five 
years of missionary labors on the north- 
west coast. 

THANKSGIVING. 

The. people of this province hare rea- 
son to be thankful for the many material 
favors that have boon showered upou 
them during tho past twelve months. 
Nearly every interost within tho limits of 
tho province woold soem to have pros- 
pored to a greater or loss extent.

"Dil i" and Disease, 

To THE Editor.:— Exaggerated notions 
seem to prevail concerning tho above sub- 
ject. I believe somebody has reiuarkod 
something about cleanliness and godli- 
ness which I do not diaputo especially as 
regards matters personal; although thou- 
sands have washed and aro washing them- 
selves ulf this mundane sphoro. But that 
common "dirt," such as is both offensive 
to the eye and nose in a cause of diaoaao 
I Hatly deny, unless it is heaped upon tho 
epidermis so as to interfere with cjtano- 
oua functions. I leave out the aoathotio 
phaso of the matter. The evidence is too 
voluminous for theso pages. I may juat 
refer to tho yellow fevor epidemic in New 
Orleans a few years ago. The cleanliest 
parts of tho city onjoyed no exemption, 
and to tho fact that the moil who man tho 
manholes in the sowers aro m healthy aa 
others; besides I have within the last do- 
cade witnessed ttt'O evidences of typhoid 
in cities, one in the tropics in which 
hundreds of white people perished, but 
which left the crowded and "filthy" Chi- 
nese) quarter untouched. I think it is 
untouched in Victoria. Certainly if 
"dirt," with the exception named, ia a 
cause of disease, those living nearest to it 
would sulfur most. Tho larao cities of 
China, Shanghai and Canton at least, have 
no sowers and typhoid is said to bo nearly 
unknown therein. 

Mind you, I say nothing against clean- 
liness per sel But you say too many of 
our citizens aro dying of typhoid. That 
ia another mutter. Prince Bismarck hit 
tho nail squarely on the head if aa re- 
ported he said that "medicine (uu com- 
monly practiced) had made no progrota in 
two thousand years."

ENGLAND. 
London, Nov. 4. — Tho Morniug News, in 
leader dovcted to tho American political 
contest, says: The republicans havo much 
iu thoir favor. Thoy are iu powor. They 
havo governed the republic for 23 years. 
Thoy settled tho slavery question forovor, 
and they havo the most heroic recollections 
in the Northern and Western States associ- 
ated with thoir name, but the republican 
party hriB douo its work and fullen into 
vices which long ascondancy produces iu all 
political parties. It has become moro 
anxious to retain offieo than to perform any 
great national aorvicua. It haH had a candi- 
date iu Blaiuo who cornea forward aa a rep- 
resentative of party machine. Democratic 
victory no longer rnoaus tho return of 
Southern nion to monopoly power. Old 
soctional jcalouaiea aro cold beyond tho 
powor of warming to new life. Tho success 
of Cleveland will reopon no closed contro- 
versies; it will simply mean a change in 
tho man at tho helm. Old issues between 
republicans and democrats havo lost their 
force. There are many indications that au 
important turning poiut iu tho domastie 
politics of tho Union has bueii reached. 

Tho Telegraph likewise finds a subject 
for comment iu the American eloctions. It 
greatly rojoicos that whoovor is successful, 
no cloud iu tho horizon threatens to over- 
shadow tho existing amity of America and 
England, and Englishmen can afford to wait 
the result with entire confidence. Whother 
Blaiuo or Clovelaud bo elected, there will bo 
no disaolution of continuity of tho harmony 
and good will happily subsisting between 
Groat Britain aud Her Majesty'a eldest 
daughter.

Ottawa, Oct. 27.— Belgium is making 
a great effort to got up a Universal Exhi - 
bition in May, 1885. 

In 1886 there will be a special Colonial 
Exhibition in Loudon, which will bo a 
grand affair, the Prince of Wales having 
taken the matter up with his usual energy. 
The aim is to have as complete a display 
of exhibits from the colonies of the Em- 
pire as possible.

Toronto, Oct. 27. — Privato Detective 
Bluett, who waa instructed by tho family 
of young Knlrick, found dead in Queen's 
park laat Monday morning, to endeavor 
to elucidate the mystery of his death, has 
reported that he believes it waa the result 
of an accident. 

It hut been decided at tho meeting of 
the Brown memorial committee to pro- 
ceed with the erection of the statue at 
once, and have it unveiled this year, Hon.

Conn. Boyd aaid that ho was of opinion 
that if the c.oiu was appealed that the cor- 
poration would win their suit.

Coun. W. A. Robertson thought the 
case should bo appealed, and ho would 
second Conn. Boyd's motion. Motion 
was carried.

Coun. Boyd then moved that several 
sidewalks lie laid in various parts of tho 
city, the cost of all amount! to §1 ,BD7 . 
He said that although tho linaneta were 
not in a nourishing state, in justice to 
ratepayers, the sidewalks should bo laid, 
as they had ull been promised, some for 
years. 

Conn. W. A. Robertson seconded the 
resolution. 

His worship said that no notice cf mo- 
tion had been given, and it would require 
the usual notice. 

Coun. Jno. Robertson thought that in 
all cases where excavating had been done 
a sidewalk should bo laid, us in these 
Ciaes mud holes wore left. 

NOTICE OV MOTION. 

Coun. Vigelius' motion at last meeting 
was read that three or four men be em- 
ployed to clean the crossings and gutters. 
Seconded and carried. 

Coun. W. A. Robertson stated that n part 
of Beacon Hill remained fenced in, although 
an injunction had been obtained to prevent 
tho agricultural society from enclosing any 
pail, lie moved that the fence around the 
cricket ground should be pulled down, lie 
thought his worship must bo in league with 
the club or he would not have ordered 
"Jumbo" to roll the ground. There was 
ini occasion for a notice of motion. 

Conn. MoKillican spoke of the disreput- 
able slide of Wharf street. Ho thought 
that nobody could cross that street uud also 
Government street, With respect to sew- 
erage he thought that the open diaius run- 
ning into the streets was the great fault, 
although the drains were not so filthy as 
represented. Ho would like to see the 
whole question taken up by thu council, so 
that the next council might be in a position 
to go iuto the mutter. The same sickness 
now pievelont in this city was prevclent in 
New Westminster. 

Coun. Vigelius wished lo call the atten- 
tion of the council to the fact that droves 
of cattle and heavy trucks crossed Hie 
dames Bay bridge, lie thought both should 
be prohibited. 

Coun. Boyd thought it would be neces- 
sary to pass ;i by-law lo stop droves of cat- 
tlo crossing tho bridge. Cattle. should also 
bo prohibited from passing through the 
town in mid-day. it was very dangerous 
to allow the fierce animals tOj endanger 
peoples' lives. 

His Worship said a scheme should be 
taken up so that the paoplo would know | 
how much they would have to pay for a , 
system of sowvnge. It would cost u great 
deal more money than anybody thought. 
If anything was done, and he hoped there 
would, a bill would have to be passed in the 
local house. 

The monthly nccunnts were than rend 
amounting to ^1S7."j3, and ordered lo be 
paid if found correct.

Tlie Temperance Wave. 

Tho man who wagers that prohibition 
will Boon obtain iii a majority of the 
counties of Ontario has the odds in his 
favor. Throe counties, Glengarry, Stor • 
niont and Dnndaa, have pronounced for 
the act. They were placed in a group 
and rolled up a majority of about 1,(100, 
and thus expressed the feelings of Scotch 
Canadians with reference to the question. 
It is said that thu liquor men are losing 
heart and have determined to make no 
further effort to stay tho "wave" that, is 
sweeping over iho land. There are too 
many oiators in tho temperance columns; 
too many earnest men engaged in the 
effort to carry prohibition; too many min- 
isters on the slump for thu hotel-keeper. 
Why, even an Episcopalian bishop, whose 
dioceso is in Western Ontario, has eomo 
out of the Somewhat oxclusivo circles of 
his own church to address Scott act meet- 
ings. This ecclesiastic is Bishop Bald- 
win, of Huron, a life long worker in the 
temperance cause and an exceedingly able 
man and eloquent speaker. He has in- 
cited his clergy to vigorous action, and 
now Episcopalians, Methodists, Presby- 
terians, Baptists, Congregationtilists and 
Catholics are found working for a com- 
mon cause. Is it any wonder that pro- 
hibition victories are now recorded almost 
every week \~Exclmwjt. 

Jos El' tl Cook is a phenomenon to be ac- 
counted for. No other American orator 
has done what ho has done, or anything 
like it; and, prior to the experiment, no 
voice would have been bold enough to 
predict its success. Wo reviewed Mr 
Ciiok's "Lecture ou Biology" with un- 
qualified praise. In the present, volume 
we find tokens of tbo same genius, the 
same intensity of fooling, the same light- 
ning flashes of impassioned eloquence, 
the same vieeliko bold on the rapt atten- 
tion and absorbing interest of his hearers 
and readers.

A Startling Adventure in a 
Balloon. 

A startling experience of Messrs, 
Gaston Tissundier and Frederic Gower 
on Monday afternoon showed that the 
practical dangers of ballooning nre still 
fur from being surmounted, however, 
well actual disasters in 'ay bo avoided by 
coolness and skili. These two gentle- 
men ascended from thu Tissntnlier es- 
tablishment at Atiteuil about 1 o'clock, 
to continue :i serious of scientific ex- 
periments upon certain theories ad- 
vanced by M< Gower. They sailed 
slowly across Paris to tho southeast at 
u height of about . 1,500 foci, and dis- 
appeared in the direction of Viiicenni's. 
In answer to ilie inquiry of n morning 
news representative, M. Gower relates 
what befell tho voyagers afterwards. 

"We were at a height of 0,000 feet 
above the village of Fonlenay. A fete 
w is going on there, anil the a nt echo 
of drums, mingled with the erics of 
children and the barking of dogs just 
reached our oars amid thuawt'ul silence 
of the heavens. We were among the 
clouds of tin; lower stratum, mid hud 
before our eyes the magnificent spec- 
tacle of their formation. Tho forces of 
nature moved them to and fro in u 
kind of sullen ruajestyj now pi'n'ng them 
into a mountain, just above our heads, 
anil then, as thu inas:i toppled to itn 
fall, dispersing it suddenly, as by a 
blow from the hammer of some invisi- 
ble Titan, making rifts through which 
we saw the fair green lands, and quick- 
ly closing th'etti as the vaporous mon- 
sters rolled iuto fresh combinations. It 
was (ho inner temple of creative power, 
perhaps the grandest night revealed to 
human eyes, and wo stood entranced 
in silent admiration. 

''.Suddenly we felt a breath of cold 
and biting air, as though the world hail 
revolved beneath us and brought us 
over the Pole. At flic same moment, 
I he need le, upon a vertical scale (from 
which I. luul been reading indications 
of level) began to travel with a start- 
ling spead. A sound like the roar of 
surf filled our ears for an instant, and 
then guvu pi \ce to the music of the 
fete, which had now swelled into a cry, 
as it. seemed froni'cvory living thing be- 
low. Tissandier threw out sand and the 
sand Hew up in our faces. Our breath 
otuno short and hard, and we felt tho 
gushing air. as on a steamer against 
the wind. We were falling suddenly us 
though the great globe above our heads 
hail given way! Yet nothing visible 
had happened save that the under sur- 
face of the envelope hail at once grown 
hollow anil wrinkled, like the face of 
nn aged man. The clouds were gone, 
as by magic, and the earth was rush? 
ing at us with its thousand voices in 
full cry. Tissandier stood cool and linn 
dealing out ballast with steady hand, 
anil counting the bags that remained." 

"Stand by the tuiehor,"|he said quiet- 
ly as if at bis study table, "and be 
ready to cut away whrin I tell you." 
"Down wo went till the Jrag pole touch- 
ed the earth — trailed across the fields 
with scarcely a perceptible difference in 
our fall. The ground seemed to be alive 
with men hurrying from every side, 
with here and there a horsema i among 
the. n. A meadow was just beneath, 
and a quick glance beyond showed the 
edge of the forest. The balloon trem- 
ble! as fromja blow, and bur speed 
Across the field was suddenly doubled. 
\Vo had. fallen into a .squall. 

"Cut away," said the steady voice of 
the leronauf, and the anchor fell. Over 
weui. a liag of ballast, too, and thus 
suddenly lightened by thirty pounds 
the balloon regained its poise at titty 
feet above tho ground, and our full of a 
mile through the air was H'ifelv end- 
ed.

The Fact One* of Modern Tliuc»— Tlio 
GciidNlH or tlic Horio Turougu 
Geological Periods— Tlio

It may 
he weakness hut if so it is a glorious one', 
to discern, however dimly, across our 
Unite prison wall evidence of the 'divinity 
that shapes our ends,' abuse the means as 
we may. " The variations of the horse 
under domestication arc often quoted to 
show the influence of man in pro- 
ducing varieties amounting to even 
more than specific differences did 
they occur in the wild state. America 
has no distinct families of horses, although 
those of different regions present some pe- 
culiarities. The average Now England 
horse is small, hardy, good-tempered, a 
pood goer, and tough. Through Virginia, 
Kentucky, and the south generally, the 
thoroughbred predominates. Through the 
southwest we have the mustang — a small 
horse formerly wild on the plains, and still 
so in South America — a direct descendant 
from the Spanish horses of tho early con- 
querors. The Aztecs and Peruvians had 
no horses. The magnificent roads of the 
tti'cas, hundreds of miles in _ length, were 
for foot travel. 

Like man, who bus tamed and grown up 
with tho horse, his habitat, is unknown, 
and, like nil unknown origins, is referred 
to western Asia. The horse is portrayed 
on Egyptian monuments of tho eighteenth 
dynasty, and its remains arc found in the 
Swiss lake villages. In the pastoral lives 
of ilic early patriarchs the horse has no 
mention, and: Is first noted in Jewish liter- 
ature after the children of Israel returned 
from Egypt, Of all mammals the genesis 
of the horse through geological periods is 
most complete, and the steps of evolution 
arc so clearly traced by Marsh In the 
thirty-five or forty species of this family, 
ranging from the earliest eocence to the 
quartenary, that 3lr. Huxley says that it 
amounts to a demonstration from the ani- 
mal kingdom of the. general theory of evo- 
lution. Beginning with the lowest part of 
the eocene basin of Green river, we have 
the eohippus, or "dawn horse" of Marsh, 
with three-toed hind feet, and four perfect 
toes with hoofs on each of the front feet, 
and a splint bone of the fifth toe. 

This first and parent of all horses was 
no larger than a fox, and is followed, in 
the Bridger beds of the middle eocene, by 
Marsh's oroulppus, of the sume size and 
structure, except without the rudimentary 
thumb. Jn the lower mioceue comes next 
the mesohippus, with tho fourth toe a 
useless splint. Tins reduction of toes and 
increase of size was continued into the 
protohippus of the United States, equal to 
the hipporion of Europe, in which we 
have a small horse with a largo middle 
hoof and two small hoofs, of no use, ex- 
cept in marshy ground. This stage is oc- 
casionally reverted to by the modern horse, 
an occasional Ihtec-toed one coming into 
the world. 

From the time of Valerius Mnximus 
who, of course, never dreamed of Marsh 
or Huxley, or America, with its forty 
fossil species, such polydactyle steeds have 
been noted as monsters and marvels, and 
for a thousand years were attributed to the 
stock of Bucephalus. It is simply a case 
of atavism — of recurrence spontaneously to 
an earlier type. The hipporion glided, by 
shortening its teeth and reducing its extra 
toes to splint hones, through pliojiippus to 
equus — the modern horse as we know 
him — with infinite variety in human his- 
tory, culminating in such marvels as 
"Westmont, Jay-Eye- See and Maud S.

TRAINING LIONS. 



Tho lied.. Hot Iron Story— What a 
Tamer Says. 

i London Field.] 

It is often supposed that lions are 
drugged or surfeited with food prior to 
going through their performances, though 
both suggestions are wide of the mark. 
Drugs are unknown, and food, from ten 
to fourteen pounds, is given once a day. 
In menageries they ore fed in the evening, 
because then visitors come In greater num- 
bers and an extra charge of sixpence Is 
made for admission during feeding time. 
The aquarium lions are fed between and 
10 in . the morning, so that they have 
plenty of time to digest their food before 
the afternoon and evening performances. 
Among other erroneous ideas concerning 
the details of lion-taming is that red-hot 
irons are kept in readiness iu case of acci- 
dent to the tamer. 

The origin Of the story was that when 
Mandcrs had his menagerie parafllne lamps 
of the old form were used to light the en- 
trance. The round burners used to get 
red hot sometimes, and one night somo 
spectator, thinking that the red-heated 
burner was the end of ail iron support, 
asked whether it was not the hot iron for 
th< Hons. Slanders, shownmnlike, was 
equal to the occasion, and with the object 
of investing the performance with addi- 
tional excitement, explained that irons 
were kept to assist the tamer iu case of 
need. Contrary to the general belief, 
however, a tamer does not care about be- 
ginning with lions too young. As cubs 
they are, of course, easier to handle, but 
as they grow up their temper may grow 
worse, and may eventually be spoiled by 
training. The fraternity soy that a Hon 
seldom alters for the worse after he is 2 or 
!! years old, and that when he reaches 
that age a competent trainer can pretty 
well tell whether It will be safe to perform 
with him or not. 

"It would be suicide. " said a celebrated 
tamer the other day, "to go in to some 
Hons; and I think I can tell in a few min- 
utes whether a strange lion is or is not 
safe. " Moreover, lions vary in their tem- 
perament as much as a man. Some lions 
are quiet enough so long as they are not 
struck or pulled about; they will jump, 
sit up, and do other feats, but must not be 
beaten. Others, again, will never make 
good performers, but will stand a good 
deal of Hogging without turning on the 
performer, Livingstone, Belous, and An- 
derson have left it on record that hi their 
opinion lions are afraid of man, and will 
not attack hinr unless molested. This is 
doubtless well known to lion-tamers, and 
is a trait of which they take as much ad- 
vantage as possible in their care not to up- 
set a stranger by any violent treatment. 
Lion-tamers, as a rule, prefer lions to lion- 
nesses, and dislike a troop of both sexes 
mixed. In such cases the danger of enter- 
ing a den is quadrupled, anil mischief is 
pretty sure to result sooner or later.
